Japanese besiegers of the plain of 
Imphal have sent small

west of Bishenpur, 18 1-2 miles 
southwest of Imphal on the Tiddim 
road, where they have been In con- 
tact with Allied forces and suffered 
casualties, the Southeast Ala com- 
mand announced today. 


This was the first time that Jap- 


anese had been reported west ,of 
the Tiddim-Imphal road. (It indi- 
caled a Japanese effort lo sweep 
around the Imphal defenses from 
the southwest.) 


British forces stoutly defending

strong point, have wiped out Jap- 
anese groups which penetrated the 
town's tight ring of defenses, kill- 
ing' at least 50 and taking others 
prisoners, the communique said.

War Produclion Board has decided 
to permil unlimited importation of 
beverage rum three years or more 
old,
